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A  Kalendar  for  Pennsylvania,  1914 


In  the  following  pages  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  summarize 
in  Kalendar  form  the  patriotic  and  historical  activity  of  Pennsylva- 
nia for  the  year  1914,  as  represented  by  the  commemoration  of  an- 
niversaries, the  erection  of  memorials,  and  various  matters  of  simi- 
lar import  within  and  without  the  State  and  relating  to  it.  Much 
of  these  matters  have  for  years  formed  the  substance  of  the  Year 
Book  of  The  Pennsylvania  Society,  and  the  original  form  of  these 
notes  has  been  retained  in  the  present  volume.  But  it  has  seemed 
as  though  a  more  graphic  picture  of  the  patriotic  and  commemora- 
tive interest  that  permeates  every  portion  of  our  great  State  could 
be  more  effectively  brought  home  to  the  reader  by  presenting  them 
in  Kalendar  form,  showing  in  what  manner  this  expression  of  Penn- 
sylvania pride  and  interest  was  taking  daily  shape. 

It  should  be  obvious  that  the  material  from  which  this  Kalen- 
dar is  composed  is  derived  from  most  varied  and  scattered  sources. 
Many  of  the  institutions  here  mentioned  will  only  appear  in  our 
pages  in  these  entries.  The  organizations  and  individuals  erecting 
memorials  or  commemorating  anniversaries  do  not  advise  the  So- 
ciety of  what  they  are  doing ;  that  is  left  for  the  Society  to  ascer- 
tain as  best  it  may.  With  the  utmost  good  will  and  with  the  most 
persistent  effort,  many  events  that  might  be  noted  in  our  pages 
escape  mention  because  there  is  no  general  clearing  house  for  the 
gathering  of  such  facts. 

In  addition  to  matters  of  importance  that  relate  to  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  and  which  find  mention  in  the  Kalendar,  anything 
pertaining  to  The  Pennsylvania  Society  rightly  finds  record  there 
as  well.  Here  also  the  compiler  has  had  to  depend  on  his  own  re- 
search. Both  here,  and  in  the  broader  Pennsylvania  facts,  it  has 
been  an  unavoidable  inability  to  note,  not  a  desire  to  suppress,  any 
thing  of  consequence  and  interest.  B.  F.
